Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to methods for identifying a compound capable of modulating the 
hydrolase activity of a CLCA protein. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-7, drawn to methods of designing compounds capable of modulating the 
hydrolase activity of a CLCA protein. 

Group 111, claim(s) 8-9, drawn to methods of screening computer databases for compounds that 
are capable of modulating the hydrolase activity of a CLCA protein. 

Group IV, claim(s) 10-11, drawn to methods for designing antibodies capable of modulating the 
hydrolase activity of a CLCA protein. 

The inventions listed as Groups I - IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: each group of claims recites a separate process. As
